Applicant argues that the amendment to claim 9, step a), line 5, to specify a double stranded DNA intercalating dye overcomes 
the prior art as the '156 patent does not disclose a double stranded DNA intercalating dye. 

Applicant's allegations are not found persuasive as it was pointed out in the FINAL office action, mailed out 7/13/2007 that 
Wittwer et al. teaches using a double stranded DNA intercalating dye at col. 3, lines 4-7. In addition, Wittwer et al. further teaches using 
double stranded DNA intercalating dyes at col. 17, lines 1-18. Therefore, the amendment will NOT be entered. .
